Board Finishes 
Year With Surplus 


For the first time in recent history, 
the Coffee County School System can 
boast of having money collecting inter- 
estin Savings. 

According to Superintendent John 
W. Vaughan, the $100,000 he has 
invested in certificates of deposit (C.D.)

Gentlemen: 


As you may be aware, on February 11, 1979, the Enterprise Chamber of 
Commerce, by majority vote of its Directors, adopted the position that there should 
be only one County Courthouse and one County Jail in Coffee County 
and that such facilities should be located within the city limits of the City 
of Enterprise. This, due to the fact that our county cannot afford a dual 
system and the vast majority of county residents live in the Enterprise 
Division (one-half within the city limits of Enterprise). Established growth 
patterns show that this trend is definite and future growth projections show even 
greater disparity. 


It has come to our attention that you will or have already introduced 
a bill in the legislature entitled ‘‘an act related to a levy of a county 
sales tax for construction of a courthouse and a jail limited to 4 cells 
in the city of Enterprise and renovation of the courthouse and improvement 
of the jail in Elba.”’ 


This bill, if passed as written, would limit the Enterprise jail to a maximum 
of 4 cells regardless of the needs or wishes of the Sheriff's department 
and the citizenry of the county, now or in the future. There is no valid 
reason for restricting the number of cells in the language of the act and we 
urge that the language be changed. 


If this bill should pass as written, the Coffee County voters will be denied 
the option of considering any change of the county seat from Elba to any 
other location for 20 years. This due to state law concerning renovation 
of courthouses. 


Since ‘the above sections would perpetuate the dual system of courthouses 
and jails, this act as written is totally inconsistent with the position of 
the Enterprise Chamber of Commerce and we respectfully urge that the 
language be amended so that the bill deals only with the present county 
problem, the Enterprise jail, leaving the other questions of courthouses, 
the Elba jail and school revenue to be decided on by separate votes of 
the people at a more appropriate time with a full range of choices. 
These issues are too important to be settled through slight of hand and 
will require a full measure of good will and compromise by those on both 
sides of these issues.

This will acknowledge your letter of October 2, 1981, setting out your concern 
on the jail issue in Coffee County. 


1 can appreciate the position the Enterprise Chamber of Commerce has 
concerning one courthouse and one jail located in Enterprise, Alabama, to 


, serve all the people of the county. However, under the present law the 


Commissioners of Coffee County DO NOT have the authority to consolidate 
the courthouses and jails, The legislative tax measure is in no way 
related to the one courthouse and one jail issue. 


The County Commissioners are under a court order to build a jail in 
Enterprise. While I may or may not agree with the court, | will abide 
by its decision. Though the Enterprise Division has been without a jail for 
approximately 30 years, it was private citizens and not the county officials 
who filed the lawsuit. 


There are available copies of letters, reports, etc., that date back to the latter 
part of the 1960s and early 1970s which indicate that this issue was 
being considered at that time. 


During these years nothing constructive has been accomplished. Through the 
circulation of several unsuccessful petitions, efforts were made to solve the 
courthouse-jail issue, However, the people of Coffee County have not found 
any point of agreement. The citizens are tired of the bickering and hard feelings 
that have developed. 


While it is true that building a new courthouse in Enterprise and extensive 
renovation of the courthouse in Elba will freeze the issue for 20 years, 
this might be better than the inactivity of the past 20 years. Not one 
resident of this area can predict the future decades. 


No one can question the fact that the people of Coffee County deserve 
better facilities than are now available. | think the majority of the people had 
rather spend their tax money on constructing a new and better courthouse facility 
than on building a large jail. The initial cost of a large jail is just the beginning 
of the expenditures involved, The operation and maintenance of a large jail would 
be a burden on the taxpayer. 


I do not believe this issue will ever be settled by a ‘slight of the hand." | 
will be 100 percent behind a vote af the people; however, we have not had an 
opportunity to vote on this issue in the past. What do you think is the 
possibility of a vote in the near future? 


Again, I would like to say I will support anything that will give the people a 
chance to decide the matter and that will promote goodwill throughout the 
county.

Off-duty police officers working in 
private jobs wearing police uniforms 
was a matter of lengthy discussion. 
Concern was expressed about using city 
equipment for private gain and the 
liability to the city for such acts. Upon 
the recommendation of Mayor English 
the council adopted the following policy: 
Upon request of any merchant or 
private citizen for off-duty police, we 
will consider, providing the policeman 
is paid existing salary and a committee 
consisting of the mayor pro-tem, mayor 
and chief of police consider the matter. 
The decision will be based on the 
interest of the citizens of Elba and 
no city vehicle will be used in such 
private request, and they must wear the 
proper attire for city police at the time. 

The uniform part was discussed 
because they are city-owned, but it was 
pointed out that the same person would 
not be respected in civilian clothes. 

English reported that the cost of 
picking up garbage during the last year 
exceeded income by over $12,000, and 
would increase about $5,000 during the 
current year with the S percent salary 
increase and the increased charge by 
the county for dumping at the landfill. 

Any action on this was postponed at 
the request of English who pointed 
out the pending joint meeting of the 
council and the utility board to work out 
the problems from the upcoming 
increase in cost of wholesale electricity. 
The city has been notified that an 
increase of 26 percent will be charged 
by AEC and discussions are underway 
to find a way to soften the impact of this 
increase. 

Harris Winston discussed with the 
council the possibility of the city 
deeding the remaining lots in the 
city-owned Evergreen cemetery to the 
perpetual care trust. He noted he didn’t 
want an answer immediately but 
wanted it to be considered. English 
expressed reservations to the idea 
saying there was no way of knowing 
who would be on the committee 40-50 
years from now. Winston noted the 
same was true of the city council and 
this was his reason for the request. 

It was agreed that the city clerk and 
Winston would contact the trustees of 
the trust account in Montgomery for 
advice and information on how others 
had handled the matter. 

Councilman Inman brought up the 
age-old problem of cable TV com- 
plaints. He reported a number of 
complaints and voiced personal dissatis- 
faction with the service. English told the 
council he had a thick folder of letters 
written in an effort to get some action on 
this matter.

Final action included Vaughan being 
granted permission to attend a three- 
day conference in Washington, D.C., 
October 18-20.

Last Of Alphabet 
Due For Tags

Under Alabama's staggered tax sys- 
tem, October is tag buying month for 
people whose last name begins with 
U, V, W, X, Y or Z, according to 
.Nell Harvison, chief clerk in the pro- 
bate judge’s office. No notices are 
being mailed out, she said. 

Those people who are due to renew 
their car tags in October and do not 
do so must be charged a late penalty 
after the first of November. ‘‘We have 
no choice in this,’’ said Probate Judge 
James Sawyer. ‘‘We don’t want to make 
people pay the late penalty, but the 
legislature has said we must,’’. he 
added, 

Penalties for people who are sup- 
posed to renew their tags in October 
and do not do so are as follows: 

For the first 10 calendar days 
after the deadline, (the last day of 
the due month), the penalty is $2.00; 
for the next 20 calendar days, it is 
$15.00; and, any time after that there 
is a $25.00 penalty. 

To renew your tag you need to bring 
your last year’s tag receipt. to the, 
probate office. To transfer a tag 
for a non-title vehicle (1974 vehicle 
or older), to another person you must 
have your previous tag receipt and a 
bill of sale. To transfer a tag for 
a title vehicle, (1975 or newer), you 
must bring your previous tag receipt, 
a bill of sale, and title to the ve- 
hicle. 

Also, due to. be purchased in Oc- 
tober or November, are commercial 
vehicle tags, motorcycle tags, utility 
trailer tags, and mobile home tags. 

Business, or privilege, licenses and 
boat tags are supposed to be bought 
during October only. Fishing licenses 
and hunting licenses may be purchased 
any time now.

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Job Tax Credit Extended 


Through the Economic 
Recovery Act of 1981, Con- 
gress has extended for ano- 
ther year the Targeted Jobs 
Tax Credit (TJTC) program. 
TJTC is now scheduled to 
end December 31, 1982 

Franklin H. James, direc- 
tor of the Aiabama Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, 
said Alabama employers 
have qualified for an esti- 
mated $40 million in fed- 
eral income tax credits since 
TJTC was implemented in 
the spring of 1979. The State 
Employment Service is the 
coordinating agency for 
TJTC in Alabama. 


Reductions 


Reductions in social ser- 
vices for Alabama's low in- 
come population went into 
effect October 1, but the cut- 
backs will not be as great 
as earlier anticipated. 

Rebecca B. Beasley, act- 
ing commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, said the agency has 
completed its plan for the 
social services block grant to 
Alabama for the 1982 fiscal 
year. The plan reflects ser- 
vices available under Title 
XX of the federal Social 
Security Act. 

The Department of Pen- 
sions and Security, which 
administers Tithe XX, ex- 
pects to receive $42.6 million 
in federal funds for social 
services in 1982, in contrast 
to the more than $50 million 
received for 1981 

“We've been able to pro- 
vide a little more funding for 
some services than we 
thought we could earlier,"’ 
Mrs. Beasley said. ‘‘We've 
been able to continue fund- 
ing day care for the elder- 
ly and disabled, but at a level 
less than for 1981. We've 
also provided more funding 
for day care for the mentally 
retarded and residential care 
for delinquents than we 
thought we could earlier in 
the planning process.’ 

Still, she said, many ser- 
vices have been- reduced 
from 1981 levels, and some 
will no longer receive feder- 
al funding under Title XX. 
The plan, she said, anti- 
cipates total expenditures of 
about $56.8 million in state, 
federal and private funds for

Day care for children re- 
presents the single greatest 
expenditure, at $13.7 million 
in total funds for 1982. 
Protective services for a- 
bused and neglected children 
will be funded at a level 
of $13.2 million, and home- 
maker services for adults has 
been budgeted at $5.4 
million. 

Additional social services 
reflected in the plan include 
foster care for adults and 
children, adoption, protec- 
tive services for adults, and 
homemaker services for chil- 
dren, along with other ser- 
vices benefiting primarily 
low income and disadvan- 
taged Alabamians.

4-H Recipe-- 
Jelly Doughnuts 


By LOUISE FILLMON 
Coffee County 4-H’er 


Bread is a very impor- 
tant source of energy and 
protein. You should eat four 
or more servings per day. 
Homemade breads are deli- 
cious and fun to make. 
When making breads, al- 
ways use the best ingre 
dients, to assure better pro- 
ducts. Yeast is a very impor- 
tant ingredient. It gives a 
delicious flavor and aroma. 
The type and quality of flour 
greatly influences the 
breads. Liquids also have an 
important part in bread ma- 
king. All liquids must be 
used at the proper tempera- 
ture. Liquids too hot will kiil 
the yeast. 

There are several me- 
thods for making breads. 
The niost common are the 
rapid mix, conventional and 
the cool-rise methods. 

Kneading the dough pro- 
perly. is also important. 

I got interested in the 
breads program through my 
4-H Foods and Nutrition 
project. My mother and 4-H 
leaders encouraged me to 
join the breads program. 1 
am really enjoying this pro- 
ject! | am sharing with you 
one of my favorite recipes for 
doughnuts. 

JELLY DOUGHNUTS 
1 cup milk 
one-third cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
one-third cup margarine 


one-fourth cup warm water 
(105-115 degrees F.) 

1 pkg. active dry yeast 

Je 

5 and one-half to 6 and one- 
half cups unsifted flour 

Cooking oil, jelly, cinnamon 

Confectioners or zranulated 
sugar 


Scald milk; stir in one- 
hird cup sugar, salt and 
margarine. Cool to luke- 
warm. Measure warm water 
into large bowl. (Bow! also 
needs to be warm.) Sprinkle 
in yeast; stir until dissolved. 
Add luke-warm milk mix- 
ture, eggs and three cups 
flour; beat until smooth, 
Add enough additional flour 
to make ~ stiff dough. Turn 
out onto lightly floured 
board; knead until smooth 
and elastic, about 8 to 10 
minutes. Divide dough into 
three equal pieces. Roll each 
piece into a circle, one-fourth 
inch thick. Cat into 3 inch 
rounds. Place on greased 
baking sheets. Cover; let rise 
in warm place, free from 
draft, until doubled in bulk; 
about one hour. 

Fry in deep, hot (360 
degrees F.) cooking oil until 
brown, turning once. Drain 
on paper towels. 

When cool, cut small hole 
in doughnut side with a 
sharp knife and insert jelly 
in center. Dip doughnuts 
in cinnamon, confectioners 
or granulated sugar. Makes 
about 50 doughnuts.

Stephanie Johns graduated from Elba High School 
in May, 1980, where she had served as student council 
president, 4-H president, was a member of the Beta 
Club, FHA, YFC, FBLA, French Club, marching and 
symphonic bands and various other organizations.

Stephanie’s 4-H story tells a lot about her. ‘Ihe 
following is a portion of that story... . . 


The 4-H train goes through many tunnels before 
reaching its destination. I began riding the 4-H train 


seven years ago, and when I first. started riding the - 


train, I never realized I could learn so much and go so 
far. 


ENGINE -- When | first started 4-H, I was always 
eager and determined. This was the strength of my 
engine. I started my 4-H train with just an engine and 
added some very important box cars along the way 
which I will share with you. I will never forget the t 
pride I fel after winning my first contest. My engine 
was just coming to its first tunnel. I did not know then 
competition is one of the maior teaching tools used in 
4-H, I added my first box car -- that of competition. 
After winning my first contest, 1 was just happy I won. 
It was one of the many experiences teaching me 
citizenship, cooperation and leadership. 


COMPETITION -- My competition box car has taken 
me from local to county, to district and state levels. I 
experienced many things that are very important to me. 
1 would like to share with you some of these 
experiences. 


ACHIEVEMENT -- Having been a county and 
district winner in my 4-H projects has been an 
achievement for me. Achievement aptly names my next 
box car. I have learned to start from the local level and 
work my way right up to the top, using creativity and 
imagination. 


TEACHING -- Teaching is my third box car. 
Teaching is a valuable experience. At first I began 
receiving, but the more experience I gained, the more | 
was able to teach other 4-H’ers. Having learned so 
much being on my 4-H train, and being a junior leader,

We organized and conducted a road block 
for C.A.R.E. There are so many jobs to be done as 
groups of people working together, and cooperation 
gets things done easier. Teamwork has been a must 
from the start with club projects and club teams.

SKILLS -- Another valuable experience | learned in 
4-H is skills. Skills, of course, is my next box car. 
Through my various projects and activities I could not 
begin to count the number of skills I have learned as a 
direct result of 4-H club work. Some of the many skills I 
have learned are being able to speak in front of groups 
of people, doing demonstrations, exhibits, appearing 
on television and making garments for myself and other 
people, 

My cooking and sewing skills have proven to be 
beneficial io my family. In cooking, making things from 
scratch saves money. In sewing, making things not 
only saves money, but if you sew for other people, you 
can make money.

Samson Outscores Kinston

The Kinston Bulldogs 
and the Samson Tigers ‘met 
in a key area matchup this 
past Friday night in Kinston 
and the visiting Samson team 
came away with a big 42-21 
victory. The Tiger offense 
rolled up a total of 384 yards 
on the night while holding 
the Bulldogs to only 126 
yards. 

Mark Kelley took the 
opening kickoff for the 
Bulldogs and returned 10 
yards before being separated 
from the ball.

PROPOSED COUNTY SALES TAX BILL 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
COUNTY OF COFFEE 


NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows 
will be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, 
to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; providing for a referendum 
election to submit to the qualified electors of Coffee County 
the question whether the Coffee County Commission shall be 
authorized to levy and impose a county sales tax and a county 
use tax; providing for the authority of the Coffee County 
Commission to levy such taxes generally paralleling the state 
sales taxes provided for in Division 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 23 
of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975S, as amended, and the 
state use taxes provided for in Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, respectively; 
providing certain additional exemptions from such taxes; 
specifying the rates at which those taxes may be levied; 
providing for the ascertainment, collection, payment, 
distribution and use of the proceeds of those taxes if levied by 
the Coffee County Commission, and for the enforcement of 
this Act by the State Department of Revenue; providing for 
the termination of the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder; and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment 
for violations of this Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. All words, terms, and phrases as 
defined in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax 
Statutes shall, wherever used in this Act, have the same 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in those statutes, 
except where the context herein clearly indicates a different 
meaning. In addition, the folloting words, terms, and 
phrases where used in this Act shall have the following 
respective meanings except where the context clear’ 
indicates a different meaning. 

“Commission’’ means the Coffee County Commission or 
other governing body of the County, and any successor 
thereto. 

*‘Commissioner’’ means the Commissioner of Revenue of 
the State. 

“Construction"’ means (a) the complete exterior and 
interior building of a courthouse in the City of Enterprise, 
including, but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation. roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
insulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped per- 
sons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary for the preservation of records, 
including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
construction and equipment of a new county jail, containing 
not more than four cells, in the City of Enterprise as the 
Commission may determine to be advisable and necessary. 

“County"’ means Coffee County, Alabama. 

**Month™ means the calendar month. 

‘Quarterly Period’ means the period of three Months 
ending on the last day of each March, June, September and 
December. 

“Registered Seller means the person registered with the 
State Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax 
Statutes or licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. 


“Renovation"’ means (a) complete exterior and interior 
restoration of the existing courthouse in the City of Elba, 
including, but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation, roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
insulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped 
persons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary. for the preservation of records, 
including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
improvements and equipment to the existing county jail in the 
City of Elba as the Commission may determine to be 
advisable and necessary. 

“*State’’ means the State of Alabama. 

‘State Sales Tax"’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Sales Tax Statutes. 

“State Sales Tax Statutes’’ means Division 1 of Article 1 
of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, including all other statutes of the State, as such 
statutes may be from time to time be amended, which 
expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of 
the taxes levied in said Division 1 and all! other statutes which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Division 1 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 

‘State Use Tax'’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Use Tax Statutes. 

“State Use Tax Statutes’’ means Article 2 of the Chapter 
23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
including all other statutes of the State, as such statutes may 
from time to time be amended, which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Articie 2 and all other statutes of the State which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Article 2 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 


Section 2. Referendum Election Required. The 
Commission shal! call a referendum election at which there 
shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the County the 
question whether the Commission shall be authorized to levy 
and impose, subject to the provisions of this Act, a county 
sales tax and a county use tax. The referendum election shall 
be held, not later than the general election to be held in 
November, 1982, on such date as the Commission shall 
determine; provided, however, that the referendum election 
shall not be held at any primary or runoff election. Notice of 
the referendum election shall be given by the Commission 
by publication in a newspaper published in the County once a 
week for three consecutive weeks, the first publication to be 
made at least 30 days before the election, which notice shall 
state the purpose for which the election is to be held and the 
time and place for holding the same. 

The bailot used at the referendum election shall be 
prepared by the Commission and shall read substantially as 
follows: 

‘Shall the Coffee County Commission be authorized to 
levy and impose a sales tax and a use tax in Coffee County ata 
rate or rates not exceeding one percent (1%) of gross sales, 
gross receipts, or sales price, as the case may be, 20% of the 
proceeds of which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be 
used for capital outlay purposes in the public schools of 
Coffee County, and the remaining 80% of the proceeds of 
which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be used (1) to 
finance, through the pledge or use, directly or indirectly, of 
such proceeds for the payment of bonds, warrants or other 
securities issued by the County, or by any agency or 
instrumentality of the County (such as a county public 
building authority), the costs of, or (2) to pay the costs of, all 
(but not less than all) of the following: (a) constructing and 
equipping a new courthouse in Enterprise, (b) constructing 
and equipping a new county jai! in Enterprise containing not 
more than four cells, (c) renovating and equipping the 
existing courthouse in Elba, and (d) renovating and 
equipping the existing county jail in Elba? Yes ----- No ----- “ 

The referendum election shall be held and the officers 
appointed to hold the same shall be appointed in the manner 
provided by law for holding other county elections, and the 
returns thereof shal! be tabulated and the results certified as 
provided by law. The costs of the election, including the cost 
of publishing notices thereof, shall be paid out of the general 
funds of the county. 


Section 3. Authority to Levy Sales and Use Taxes. If « 
majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is 
negative, the provisions of this Act shall have no further force 
or effect. 

If a majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is 
affirmative, the Commission shall have authority to levy and 
impose a county sales tax or taxes and a county use tax or 
taxes paralleling the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax, 
respectively, the amount of any such tax to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross sales or gross receipts. 
or sales price, as the case may be, and within specified areas 
at arate or rates not exceeding one percent (1%) of the gross 
proceeds of sales or receipts, or sales price. as the case may 
be. Such taxes, if levied, shall be in addition to and not in lieu 
of any sales or use tax now or hereafter in effect in Coffee 
County. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this 
section and from the computation of the amount of the sales 
taxes authorized to be levied in this section, the gross receipts 
of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales which are 
presently exempted under the State Sales Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax. There 
are specifically exempted from taxes authorized to be levied 
in this Act all new and used motor venicies and parts therefor, 
and all new and used farm equipment, implements and parts 
therefor, as well as gasoline, lubricating oil, seed, fertilizer, 
prescription drugs, pesticides, and insecticides. 

There are also exempted from the provisions of this 
section, and from the use taxes authorized to be imposed by 
this section, the storage, use or other consumption of 
property the storage, use or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the State Use Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Use Tax. Subject 
to those exemptions, every person storing or using or 
otherwise consuming in the County tangible personal 
property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of 
such taxes shall be liable for the taxes authorized to be 
imposed by this section, and the liability shall not be 
extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; 
provided, however, that a receipt from the Registered Seller 
given purs ant to Section 6 of this Act to the purchaser of any 
property io be used, stored or consumed in the County shall 
be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for 
a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. Payment of Taxes Herein Levied; Reports by 
Taxpayer. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 
of this Act shall be due and payable in monthly installments 
on or before the twentieth day of the Month next succeeding 
the Month in which the tax accrues; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof shall be due and 
payable quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period during which the 
storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal 
property became taxable hereunder, each such Quarterly 
Period to end on the last day of each of the Months of March, 
June, September and December. All sales taxes authorized 
to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by the State 
Department of Revenue at the same time as and along with 
the collection of the State Sales Tax; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by 
the State Department of Revenue at the same time as and 
along with the payment and collection of the State Use Tax. 
On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein authorized to 
be levied, each person subject to such taxes shall file with the 
State Department of Revenue a report or return in such form 
as may be prescribed by the Department, setting forth, with 
respect to ali sales and business transactions that are 
required to be used as a measure of the sales taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such 
business transactions, and setting forth, with respect to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied herein, the total sales price 
of all property, the use, storage or other consumption of 
which became subject to the said taxes during the then 
preceding Quartczlv Period. Such report shall also include 
such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and 
the amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue may 
require. Any person subject to the sales taxes authorized to 
be levied herein may defer reporting credit sales until after 
their collection, and in the event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall thereafter include in each 
monthly report all credit collections made during the Month 
preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of 
filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the State 
Department of Revenue under this section shall be available 
for inspection by the Commission, or its designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Sales Tax to be Added to Sales Price or 
Admission Fee. Each person engaging or continuing within 
the County in a business subject to the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall add to the sales price or 
admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person 
paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied herein to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to 
collect from the purchaser or the person paying the admission 
fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sale or 
admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall 
likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said taxes to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption or refund of said taxes or any portion thereof. 


Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Use 
Tax Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. Every 
Registered Seller making sales of tangible personal property 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County (which 
storage, use or other consumption is not exempted from the 
use taxes herein authorized to be levied) shall at the time of 
making such sale, or if the storage, use or other consumption 
of such tangible personal property in the County is not then 
subject to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, at the time 
such storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to 
the taxes herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt 
therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period, each Registered 
Seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a 
return for the then preceding Quarterly Period in such form as 
may be prescribed by the State Department of Revenue 
showing the total sales price of the tangible personal property 
sold by such Registered Seller, the storage, use or other 
consumption of which became subject to the use taxes herein 
authorized to be imposed, during the then preceding 
Quarterly Period; and each return shall be accompanied by a 
remittance of the amount of the use taxes required to be 
collected by such Registered Seller during the period covered 
by the return; provided that any Registered Seller may defer 
collecting the taxes with respect to credit sales until collection 
of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect 
the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales, shall 
include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding Quarterly Period and shall remit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or 
return. Any person who has paid to a Registered Seller the 
tax with respect to the use, storage or other consumption of 
tangible personal property in the County need not file a report 
or make any further payment of the said tax, but each person 
who purchases tangible personal property the storage, use or 
other consumption of which is subject to the use taxes 
authorized to be imposed herein, and who has not paid the 
said use taxes due With respect thereto to a Registered Seller, 
shall report and pay said use taxes as required by Section 4 
hereof. It shall be unlawful for any Registered Seller to fail or 


refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the use taxes authorized to be 
imposed herein or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to 
advertise directly or indirectly, the absorption of said use 
taxes or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Suit; Taxes a 
Lien. The taxes authorized to be levied and imposed by this 
Act shall constitute a debt due the County and may be 
collected as provided by law. The said taxes, together with 
interest and penalties with respect thereto, shali constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said 
taxes. All the provisions of the revenue laws of the State 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due 
the State shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, and the State Department of 
Revenue, for the use and benefit of the County. shall collect 
such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise 
for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that the State or the State Department of Revenue has for 
collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. The 
State Department of Revenue shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be 
levied by this Act, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of 
this Act, including the institution, prosecution and defense of 
any litigation involving this Act; and the Department shall 
pay such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and 
proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by it 
hereunder. 


Section 8. Applicability of State Sales and Use Tax 
Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with 
respect to payment, assessment, and collection of the State 
Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect thereto, interest after the due 
date of said tax, penalties for failure to pay the said tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax Statutes, 
the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforcement of 
the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, when applied to the sales taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the 
sales taxes authorized to be levied uvJer this Act; and all 
provisions of the State Use Tax Statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the State Use Tax, 
making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after the due date of the State 
use Tax, penalties for failure to pay said tax, make reports or 
otherwise to comply with the State Use Tax Statutes, the 
promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Use Tax and the administration and enforcement of the 
State Use Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, when applied to the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3, hereof, shall apply to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section:3. The 
Commissioner and the State Department of Revenue shall 
have and exercise the same powers, duties and obligations, 
with respect to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, that 
are imposed on the Commissioner and the Department, 
respectively, by the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State 
Use Tax Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax 
Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes that are made 
applicable by this Act to the taxes herein authorized to be 
levied and to the administration and enforcement of this Act 
are incorporated herein by reference and made a part hereof 
as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. Charge of State Department of Revenue; Its 
Distribution of Tax Proceeds. The State Department of 
Revenue shall charge the county, for collecting the taxes 
authorized to be levied under this Act, such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the 
Commissioner and the Commission, but such charge shall 
not,in any event,exceed ten percent of the total amount of the 
taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for collecting the said 
taxes for the County may be deducted each Month from the 
tax proceeds collected before the amount of the said proceeds 
due the County for that month is certified as provided in this 
section. The Commissioner shall pay into the state treasury 
all taxes coliected under this Act, as such taxes are received 
by the State Department of Revenue; and on or before the 
first day of each successive Month (commencing with the 
Month next succeeding the Mouth in which the said, 
Department makes the first collection of any of the taxes 
authorized to be levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall 
certify to the State Comptroller the amount us taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of the County during the Month 
immediately preceding the making of such certificate and 
shall state separately in the said certificate the amount of the 
proceeds so collected from the sales taxes authorized to be 
levied herein and the amount of the proceeds so collected 
from the use taxes authorized to be levied herein; provided, 
however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of the County during 
each Month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected hereunder in said Month the charges due the said 
Department for the collection of the said taxes. It shall be the 
duty of the State Comptrolier (i) to issue his warrant each 
Month payable to the County in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner as having been 
collected for the use of the County, and (ii) to transmit to the 
County, along with the said warrant, a copy of the said 
certificate by the Commissioner. 


Section 10. Use of Proceeds, The entire proceeds derived 
by the County from the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder (including any income derived from the investment 
of such proceeds) shall, subject to the provisions of Section 11 
of this Act, to be applied and used as follows: 


(a) Twenty percent (20%) of the said proceeds shall be 
distributed by the Commission to the several boards of 
education in the County on a pro rata basis according to the 
average daily attendance at the schools operated by each such 
board of education, according to the records of the State 
Department of Education for the school year 1980-81, and 
used for capital outlay purposes for the said schools. 

(b) The remaining eighty percent (80%) of said 
proceeds shall be applied and used as follows: 


(i) except as otherwise provided in subsection (ii) of 
this section, the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose 
of paying costs of the Construction, the Renovation, or both, 
or accumulated for subsequent use therefor; or 

(ii) so much as may be necessary therefor out of 
such proceeds shall be used for payment of the principal of 
and the interest (and premium, if any) on any bonds, warrants 
or other securities issued by the County for one or more of the 
purposes described in the preceding subsection (i) (or, if such 
bands, warrants or other securities were not issued by the 
County but rather by an agency or instrumentality of the 
County and are payable from revenues to be derived by such 
agency or instrumentality from the leasing to the County of 
the public building or buildings the costs of which are being 
financed in whole or in part by such bonds, warrants or other 
securities, for payment of any rentals that may become due to 
such agency or instrumentality by the County). 


If at any time the County is required by the provisions 
of this Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the 
proceeds from the taxes herein authorized to be levied for the 
payment of debt service on such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto) and if at such 
time the County has paid or made full provision for the 
payment of ali debt service maturing during the then current 


fiscal year with respect to such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto), the County shall 
apply all or such specified portion of such tax 
received during the remainder of such fiscal year to 
prepayment of such bonds, warrants or other securities 
(including any rentals required therefor), it being the 
intention of this Act to provide for the retirement of such 
bonds, warrants or other securities as promptly as 
practicable. 

Section 11. Effective Date and Duration of Levy of Taxes. 
If the Commission elects to levy or impose any of the taxes 
herein authorized to be levied and imposed, it shall specify, 
as the effective date of such levy, the first day of any calendar 
month following such levy; provided that the Commission 
may not levy or impose any such taxes unless the effective 
date of such levy is at least fifteen (15) calendar days after the 
date of such levy. The levy of the taxes herein authorized 
shall terminate as follows: 


(a) except as otherwise provided in subsection (b) of 
this section, if any bonds, warrants or other securities 
described in Section 10 hereof are hereafter issned for the 
purpose of financing all or a portion of the costs of the 
Construction or the Renovation or any part of either thereof, 
none of such taxes may be levied after the expiration of the 
sixth calendar month next following the Month during which 
the last of such bonds, warrants or other securities are paid 
and retired; or 

(b) if (i) such bonds, warrants or other securities are 

hereafter issued for the purpose of financing all or a portion of 
the costs of only a part or parts of the Construction or the 
Renovation, or (ii) no such bonds, warrants or other 
Securities are hereafter issued, and the Commission instead 
elects to pay all the costs of the Construction and the 
Renovation (or such parts thereof as are not financed through 
issuance of bonds, warrants or other securities as aforesaid), 
by accumulating monies therefor, none of such taxes may be 
levied after (1) the last day of the Month during which: monies 
sufficient therefor have been accumulated, or (2) the last day 
of the Month during which the last of such costs are paid, 
whichever of the foregoing (1) or (2) occurs first. 
Any proceeds from the taxes herein authorized that are on 
hand at the time of the termination of the levy thereof (or that 
are thereafter received) and that are not needed for payment 
of debt service on any such bonds, warrants or other 
securities, shall be deposited in the General Fund of the 
County and used for any purpose for which monies in said 
General Fund may be used. 

Nothing herein contained shall prohibit the Commission, 
subject to constitutional limitations on the impairment of 
contracts, from reducing, at any time after the levy of any of 
the taxes herein authorized, the rate at which any of such 
taxes is levied or from ceasing to levy or impose any of such 
taxes upon payment in full of all the costs of the Construction 
and Renovation authorized by this Act or upon full retirement 
and payment of any bonds, warrants or other securities issued 
for the purpose of financing the Construction, the Renovation, 
or any part of either thereof. 


Section 12. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the 
Legislature to provide the citizens of the County with a new 
courthouse and jail in Enterprise and with a renovated 
courthouse and jail in Elba and to finance all or part of the 
Construction and the Renovation by the levy of a county sales 
tax and county use tax if approved by a majority of the 
qualified electors of the County. 


Section 13. Severability Clause. The provisions of this 
Act are severable. If any part of this Act is held invalid or 
unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, such 
holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable the 
remaining parts hereof. 


Section 14, Laws in Conflict Repealed. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this Act are hereby repealed, 


Section 15. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become 
effective immediately upon its passage and approval by the 
Governog, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
